` The Vigo County Historical Society forwarded your letter of 
July 21 to the library. 1 also received a letter dated August 10 
` from you. | 


I am enclosing a research report listing the sources I checked 
for your ancestors. As you can see, I found quite a lot of 
information, mostly in the marriage and census records. 


Sylvanus Anderson and Laura Tootle were married here in 1885. 
The marriage application gave the names of their parents as Allen 
and Ella Anderson and Wm. P. and Louisa Tootle. Note that Laura 
said that she was born in Rush county and resided there. I also 
found Laura’s marriage to George Stewart but not her marriage to 
John Brooks. I found a marriage for an Allen Anderson and an Eliza 
Scott, but two different dates were given - 1857 and 1865. 


I started checking the censuses in 1900 and worked backwards. 
There is a coded index, called a Soundex, for the 1900 Indiana 
census, but I didn’t find Sylvanus Anderson listed. I did find an 
11 year old Georgie Stewart living in an orphanage in Terre Haute. 
The Soundex for the 1880 Indiana census only lists families with 
children age ten or younger. I didn’t find your Andersons or 
Tootles, but most likely they didn’t have small children in their 
households. They were probably on the census but not listed in the 
index. 


We have compiled our own index for the 1870 Vigo county 
census, and I soon found Allen Anderson with an eleven year old 
Sylvanus in his household. I also found a Matthew Stewart with a 20 
year old son George. We don't have the 1870 Rush county census. 


We have an every name index to the 1860 Indiana census. 
However, I did not find Sylvanus and Allen Anderson. I found too 
many Watkins in Rush county. There was an 18 year old Louisa in the 
household of Starling and Rebecca and a 16 year old Louisa listed 
with a Johnson family. A John and Frances Watkins family was listed 
on a nearby page, as was the Tootle family.

| The 1850 census cleared up some of the confusion. There was 
a 17 year old Allen Anderson listed in the household of a Jeremiah 
Anderson and an eleven year old Eliza living with a Livius Scott in 
Lost Creek township, Vigo county. The Rush county Watkins were 
Wadkins in 1850, and the Martha (or Patsy), Louisa, and Greenbury 
who were with the Johnsons in 1860 were with John and Frances 
Wadkins. Do you think the younger Louisa was the one who married 
Wm. P. Tootle? 


There are still many Andersons and Stewarts in Vigo county. 
It appears that those families came here at a fairly early date and 
remained here, although Allen and Sylvanus don't seem to be on the 
1850 census. However, the Watkins and Tootle families apparently 
remained in Rush county. We don't have much information on Rush 
county, but you might be able to get more help by writing the 
Clerk’s Office, Courthouse, P.O. Box 429, Rushville IN 46173-0429, 
the Rush County Historical Society, 619 N. Perkins, Rushville IN 
46173, and the Rushville Public Library, 130 W. 3rd, Rushville. 


You might be able to get in touch with other Anderson and 
Stewart researchers by writing the genealogical query column in the 
local newspaper. Queries are free but should be limited to 50 
words.

This old Virginia family had its origin 
in Scotland, and were found later in 
Northumberland Co., England, where Sir 
Edmund Anderson was Chief Justice. 
The first American ancestor was Richard, 
who came over in the ship Merchant’s 
Hope. His sons, Thomas and John, set- 
tled at Gloucester Point. Robert, son of 
Thomas (or John?) went to New Kent 
Co., where he had a grant of land, 1683. 
His son, Robert II, a vestryman of St. 
Peter’s Parish, married Mary Overton, 
daughter of D. Massie and Lucelia Poin- 
dexter; granddaughter, probably, of Col. 
Wm. Overton, as the name Mary Overton 
is carried down in the family. They had 
sons, David, and, 

Robert III, born at Gold Mine in Han- 
over Co., 1712, who married, 1739, Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Richard Clough and 
wife, Cecilia Massie, and was the progen- 
itor of a distinguished line. His children 
were Richard C., Robert, Mathew, Ann, 
Cecelia, Elizabeth, Austin, George, Sam- 
uel, Mary and Charles. 

Richard Clough, the eldest, born in 
Gold Mine 1750, was a famous patriot of

Your name was sent me by a correspondent as one who might be 
able to a ssist me in sec uring data of my Anderson ancestors. My great- 
grandfather Anderson (whose given name I do not know) at one time lived 
in Indiana, having removed to that place from Kentucky after 1818, at y 
‚which time his eldest son was born in “Shelby County, Ky., according to 
the Grant County, Wis. census of 1850, Mr. Anderson's wife's given name 
was Rebecca „ I do not know her maiden nama, but the census mentioned 
gave? her age asg 58 years and her birthplace as Ct. We have thought it 
possible that. her name might have been either Warden or Perry before her 
marriage as these were the names of two of her sons, and recently, in 
Conneeticut I came across a Samuel Warden who had married a Rebecca Perry 
about four years before the birth of thés Rebecca Anderson would have oc- 
curred, however, I did not locate a birth of either a Rebecca Warden or 
Perry which tallied with our Rebecca „ I only mentinn this to give you 
some idea of who she may have been but it isn't at all likely that you 
would ha ve any information concerning her earlier years but what you may 
be able to do is to give me the first name of my great grandfather Ahder- 
son and some information about their sojourn in Indiana. 

Their children were Warden born in 1818, Shelby County, Ky.; Cynthia, | 
probably the second eldest child but I do not know her birth year nor 
place of birth; Matilda born in 1823, in Indiana; Lucinda (my grandmother) 
born in 1827 (her birthplace was thought to have been in Kentucxy near 
Lexington and either in the county or town of Anderson but have been un- 
able to verify this; since she is younger than “Matilda who was born in 
Indiana it seems she must have been born there also but this does not 
necessarily follow); C. Perry Anderson born about 1830; John born about 
= 1851,-both born in Indiana; then a son Mathew born in Illinois about 
"1837. These dates secured throughf the census mentioned above-ages given 
at that time; may be some errors but this is their aproximate ages. 

Tradition says these A ndersons were related to Major Anderson of Fort 
Sumter fame; it also states that Mr. Anderson (my great-grandfather) was 
at one time “ustice of the Peace in Terre Haute and was known as "Square 
Anderson" for his righteous dealings with the people. He died compara- 
tively young, presumably in Indiana and his widow is surposed th have 
moved into Illinois after his death, but since the son “atthew was born 
in Illinois about 1837 it is possible that Mr. Anderson may have removed 
to Illinois before his death; however, I have reason to believe the family 
may have had relatives or friends in or near McLean, Tazewel or Peoria 
counties, Ill., and if such were the case the widow may have moved there 
after her husband's death and the son Matthew may have also been botn af- 
ter his fatherts death. 

Later, probably between 1845-50 the widow and her children removed from 
Illinois to Grant County, Wis., where my grnadmother, Lucinda Anderson, 
married Charles Avery Billings in 1848. My mother, Helen M. Billings, 
and some of her brothers and sisters were also born in Grant County, “is. 
After the Civil war (C. A. Billings was in both the “exican and Civil 
Wars) my mother's family removed to Iowa, but it is supposed that Rebecca 
Anderson died in Beetown, "rant County, Wis., but I was unable to find 
any trace of her grave when I visited there this spring. The son, Warden 
Anderson, is buried in Old Jamestown where he lived many years and served 
as postmaster. Jamestown no longer exists but the town of Lou$sburg, I 
believe the name is, is founded in the same location. ۱

Enclosed is a research report listing some of the sources I 
checked for Mathew G. Anderson. Mathew and family must have been 
here for only a short time, as you can see, he appeared in only a 
few records. 


Our early marriage index is from 1818 to 1850, and I found 


only one instance where he had married anyone as a J.P. and that was 
in January 23, 1832. 


I also checked the index to deed records and found that Mathew 
G. Anderson and wife Rebecca purchased 104 acres on May 14, 1831 and 
sold this land July of 1833. Did they leave the area then? 


Our surname file had two references to your Mathew Anderson. 
The first is a letter dated November 1, 1934 to Augustus Markle, a 
researcher, inquiring about an Anderson (no known first name) 
married to a Rebecca. She then gives much probable information as 
to where the family traveled. Mr. Markle was unable to help her, as 
at that time he did not have access to the index to the deed records 
that link Mathew and Rebecca, nor to our early marriage index that 
lists by whom the couples were married. Copy enclosed of the 
letter. 


The second reference contradicts the first. Thomas and 
Frances (Jones) had ten children. One of the children, Mathew, was 
born September 1, 1761, married Patsy Callis, and had several 
children, one of which was a Mathew Garland. But his wives were 
first Jane Lewis Hart, and then Mollie F. Anderson. I am enclosing 
a copy but I am not sure that this Mathew is one and the same as the 
other reference. =

The Vigo County Historical Society referred your letter 
regarding Ely and Achsah Van Dyke Anderson to us. 


I checked the Vigo county histories and the early Vigo county 
marriage and cemetery records but found no mention of them. 
However, we do not have complete records of all the Vigo county 
cemeteries, many of which are small family cemeteries. 


H. C. Bradsby's 1891 History of Vigo County says that letters 
of administration on the estate of Elijah e A were granted 
to George Clem with George Wait as surety in the probate court 
that commenced 16 April 1821. 


I also checked some of the Indiana census indexes. There was 
no Ely/Eli/Elijah listed in 1807 or 1820. However, there was 
an Elijah Anders in Vigo county in 1820; perhaps that was an 
error on the part of the census taker. In 1830 there was an 
Elijah Anderson in Posey county and one in Hendricks. In 1840 
there was an Eli Anderson in Clay, one in Delaware, and one in 
Morgan county as well as several Eliakens and Elijahs in Jeff- 
erson and Posey counties. 


The early Kentucky census indexes reveal that in 1800 an Eli 
Anderson and an Elijah Anderson were in Mason county. In 1810 
Eli was still in Mason,and Elijahs were in Franklin, Lewis, and 
Campbell counties. 


I am enclosing a brochure describing our Special Collections 
area. Perhaps it will be of interest to your library patrons. 
I know many of our patrons have the liveliest interest in Cin- 
cinnati as so many of the early Indiana settlers came through 
there.
